A WISK REMARK FROM AN OLD 
POLITICIAN. 
The ^publican campaign in Ohio was 
was not aided to any i xtent by the sick­ 
ness of Governor Forker, neither by 
the reckless blander of Murat Halstead* 
in his attaek on Mr. Campbell, the dem­ 
ocratic catdidate against Foraker. Mr. 
Halstead, with all his ability and some 
good analities, bas not been able to draw 
about bim, and in fact about the party 
in this campaign, the support which 
both deserve. it is largely rule or ruin 
with him, and the policy bas not been 
satisfactory. Bnllheudness never pays. 
It is not good politics to attempt to car­ 
ry a point when the result makes a sore 
and engenders bitterness. 
There is a 
powerful influence as well as a wise pol­ 
icy in that spirit of conciliation which 
brings strength to the party and good 
feeling. 
Simon Cameron was an political stager 
whose advise, like that of 
Thurlow 
W eed’s, was 
always 
worth heeding. 
This 
country 
never 
produced 
a 
sharper 
politician 
ttan 
the 
elder Cameron. 
He ruled the poli­ 
tics of Pennsylvania with a powerful 
band. 
His dynastic force of running 
things was truly remaikable, but be did 
st wisely. At one time when the old man 
bad given the reigns ot government to 
4"Don” his son, a question arose ag to 
appointment of a temporary chairman of 
a convention. Don is no politician like 
bis father was. He is cold, selfish, stub­ 
born, and self-willed. The father was 
never that way. About the chairman 
the father said, “don’t do it, why not con­ 
ciliate the other faction by letting their 
man go in as temporary chairman; 
it 
can’t do you any harm, and when the 
time for real work comes your man will 
go in gracefully.” Don refused to heed 
this sapient counsel, and Towed he’d 
have both places. 
“All right,” said the 
old gentleman “have your own way, but 
if your m aggots licked don’t you come 
tom e for sympathy.” Don persisted, 
and his candidate for permanent chair­ 
man did get badly licked. 
“ Don,” said 
his father that night, as they took a glass 
of wine together; “Don, when you die 
you’ll he richer, probably, than I will, 
but you won't have half as big a funeral]” 
There is deep wisdom in the remark 
of the elder Cemeron. 
He never ear' 
rendered a principle; never bartered his 
influence; never failed to carry bis point; 
he made fnends on all sides, and among 
his warmest were the democrats while be 
was a rapid republican; time and time 
again did young democrats seek advice 
from Simon Cameron as to the proprie­ 
ty of running for office, and the advice 
was always useful; and when he died, no 
politican of Pennsylvania ever had a 
larger funeral. 
It Mr. Halstead could throw a little of 
Cameron s spirit in the Ohio campaign, 
Foraker would have an easy time of it.

F ranklin, Ta . Oct. 20.—A number of 
school children found a bomb loaded with 
dynamite near the school house of the Gal­ 
loway farm, near here, Friday evening.

Two of 
the children, named Fitzgerald aud Roger, 
are fatally hurt, while eight others are In 
a serious condition. 
Fitzgerald’s arm was 
blown off and his face was terribly disfig­ 
ured. 
Roger’s right eye was blown out 
and his face fearfully lacerated. The others 
were cut about the head and body by the 
fragments of the bomb, which had been 
made by some one for tho purpose of kill­ 
ing fish.

fear I et s catting of the Gordian knot and 
so unlike the calculating hesitancy of 
the adroit politician that one is con 
shamed to ssk whether Hoard is willing 
to eacrifio himself so as to strengthen a 
p m ciple. 
Cleveland did so and he is 
more honored in defeat to-day than he 
would be had he been elected through 
adherence to a policy of vacillation and 
compromise. 
What is more import, bis 
defeat has strengthened the principle 
for which he contended. 
But Gov. Hoard is acting wisely in 
making the teaching of English an open 
question. 
Whatever the result to him, 
it strengthens his party in 1892.

fight makes them “snow their band,” 
aud really places the people in the posi­ 
tion of voting on the question whether 
Engl sh shall be taught or not. This is 
what Gov. Hoard has done by bis posi­ 
tive and aggressive action. It may be 
disastrous to bim, but the reaction, in 
aucb an event, cannot but be injurious 
to the democratic party.

OPPOSED IO NEG RO ED U CATIO N. 


There has been going on between two 
leading democratic journals a discussion 
on the race question in the south. It is J 
a gojd omen that the paper which stands 
for the rights of the colored man in this 
discussion is democratic—the New York 
World. The paper which stands against 
the education of the negro, is the Birm­ 
ingham Age and Herald, .of Alabama. 
This paper assumes to express the eeti- 
ment of the south on the race ques­ 
tion, aud in one editorial it says: 
The World talks of negro education as 
a solution. That is absurd. 
Toe more 
education the negro acquires the sharper 
the race c o l dict becomes. 
It is ria a la­ 
borer only that he is rn eful to the white 
mao, and wnen the interdependence of 
employer and employed, whioh forms a 
bond of unity between the whites and 
blaoks, is destroyed their further cohab­ 
itation of the same oountry on eqaal 
terms will be impossible. 
It will be admitted by fair-minded 
persons that a no more vicious expres­ 
sion of the relations which exists.bet * cen 
the whites and the blacks could not be 
invented. Aud yet newspapers and poli­ 
ticises are found in parts of the south 
endorsing just such an expression as tho 
one quoted from the Birmingham Age 
and Herald. 
Bach a theory as this is 
born of the old slave spirit. It is the 
one whioh prevailed all over the south at 
the time when slavery was the pride of 
the southern people. 
Commending on the barbaric expres - 
aion of th9 Alabama paper, the New York 
World says: 
The first step towards the solution of 
the negro question must be a due rec­ 
ognition of the negro's equal right to 
consideration in the matter. The ques­ 
tion is not what is best for the white man 
alone, but what is right and best for the 
common weal. 
When the question is 
approached from that point of view ed­ 
ucation will make the negro an intelli­ 
gent and willing cc-worker with the 
white man towards the desired discovery 
of a modus vivendi. 
This wise answer fie rn the World wil 
not be endorsed by the democratic press 
in the north. 
The position of the World 
is the righteous and patriotic one, but 
the democratic press of the north is too 
muoh in sympathy with the polities of the 
sooth to take issue with it on the race 
question.

F ears for th e Safety of Those A board the 
Schooner F o rest F airy. 
Boston, Mass., Oct. 26.—Aug. 
22 the 
three-masted schooner Forest Fairy sailed 
from here for Flores, Fayal and Gracioso 
in tho Western islands. 
Sixty-five days 
have elapsed and the Forest Fairy and 
her passengers and crew have not been 
heard of. 
Altogether there were thirty* 
seven souls on board tho vessel, and their 
fate is thought to have 
been death. 
Twenty-seven of these were passengers 
and Portuguese by birth, who were re­ 
turning to the Azores either for the bene­ 
fit of their health or to improve their fi­ 
nancial condition.

that Elijah Halford, private secretary to 
the President, has tendered his resigna­ 
tion and that D. S. Alexander of Buffalo, 
N. Y., has been offered Mr. Halford’s 
place. 
The fact th at Mr. Halford has for 
months been practically an invalid has 
helped to substantiate tho statement. 
For 
the past month he has, because of ill -health, 
boon incapacitated for duty. He is now at 
the Hygeia hotel, Fortress Monroe, 
un­ 
der the Caro of a physician. 
Should the 
President accept his resignation little sur­ 
prise would be created. 
It is believed 
that Mr. Halford became private secre­ 
tary very unwillingly. 
It is hinted that 
perhaps he may return to his old berth as 
m anaging editor of tho Indianapolis Jour­ 
nal, though his health will not permit for 
some time his assuming active work. 
D. 
S. Alexander, who is regarded as M r. 
Halford’s probable successor, was at the 
W hite House today in consultation with the 
President. 
It is und?rstood that he I has 
returned to Buffalo to make preparations 
for coming to W ashington. 
It is report­ 
ed that his resignation as United States 
district attorney of the district of New 
York has been formally tendered. 
Mr. 
Alexander was once a law clerk in the 
office of Harrison, Miller & Elam. 
Tho 
President possessed a warm friendshi p for 
him, and shortly after his inauguration 
named him for the United States district 
attorneyship of the Northern district of Now 
York. 
Mr. 
Alexander had been a resi­ 
dent of Buffalo but a few years. 


Inspector-G eneral D um ont’s R eport. 
W ashington, Oct. 26.—Inspector-Gen­ 
eral Dumont, in his report of the doings 
of the steamboat inspection service for the 
yoar endod June 30, shows that 6,725 ves­ 
sels, with a net tonnage of 1,315,436, wore 
inspected, and 31,622 officers were li­ 
censed. 
Tho number of foreign vessel* 
inspected was 257. 
The total number of 
accidents was 32, resulting in the death of 
301 persons, of whom 92 were passengers. 
It is estimated that 5,500,000 passengers 
i were carried on steam vessels during the 
yoar. 
During the fifteen years beginning 
with 1875 and ending with the present 
year, the number of steam vessels in the 
Jnited States has increased from 3,885 in 
1875 to 6,725 in 1889, or a gain of 73 pei 
cent.

Mr. Conklin said that 
he knew Dr. Cronin 
intimately. 
The doc­ 
tor had been a mem­ 
ber of witness’ family 
£ome ten years, both 
in Bt. Louis and Chi­ 
cago. 
Mr. Conklin 
said ho was called to 
the Lake View morgue 
at IO o’clock the night 
of May 22, and in 
company with John 
F. Scanlan, John J. 
t. t . Co n k l in . 
Cronin, and several other friends, ho rec­ 
ognized the body as that of Dr. Cronin. 
“ By what peculiarities did you recognize 
it?” 
“ By the forehead, the nose, tho teeth, 
the hands, an injured finger, and the 
general appearance.” 
Dr. C ronin’s T eeth. 
“ What peculiarity existed in tho teeth?’ 
“ His teeth were peculiar. 
Dr. Cronin 
j had largo teeth and they were wide apart. 
Four of his front teeth in the lower jaw 
were missing. 
He had false tooth and 
wore a plato. 
One tooth on the right side 
was missing.” 
Jqhe F. Scanlan testified that he had 
knowfi Dr. Cronin sinco the presidential 
campaign of 
IS 34. 
During the last year 
he bad seen the doc­ 
tor almost every day. 
Ho saw him last alive 
about 5 o’clock May 
4. 
He next saw his 
dead 
body at the 
mo r g u e i n L a k e 
View. He recognized 
tho body by the hair 
on the hands, 
the 
teeth, the forehead, 
and general appear­ 
ance. 
“ Take the witness,” said Mr. Mills. 
Mr. Forrest went deeply into tho wit­ 
ness’ history and business. 
“ You are a member of tho Clan-na- 
gael?” 
“ I was a member of tho United Broth­ 
erhood, commonly known as the Clan-na- 
gael.” 
“ How long since you joined the order?” 
“ I belonged to it about twelve years 
ago.” 
“ Before that you belonged to the Fe­ 
nians?” 
“ I did.” 
C ronin’s Last Seen F riend. 
Frank Scanlan testified that he had 
known Dr. Cronin since 1884, when the 
doctor examined witness for admission to 
the Catholic Order of 
Foresters. 
He last 
saw Dr. Cronin alive 
a few minutes before 
the 'doctor left his 
home in the buggy 
drawn by the white 
horse. 
He saw the 
body at the morgue-? 
at 
Lake View and 
recognized it as Dr. 
Cronin’s. 
He identi­ 
fied it by tho general 
appearance, the hair, 
And the teeth?’’ 
_ 
“ Describe the teeth?” f r a n k t . SCANLAN. 
The front teeth were very large and 
far apart and one was out. 
The lower 
teeth were small. ’1 
Mr. Scanlan, in reply to Mr. Forrest, 
said he had noticed the doctor’s teeth by 
frequently seeing the doctor gape when 
witness visited the latter at his office. His 
attention was called to the teeth on these 
occasions because ordinarily they were 
concealed by the doctor’s mustache. 
David P. Ahern, a tailor, had known 
Dr. Cronin for some years and frequently 
saw him daily. 
He recognized the body 
at the morgue by the imperial on his chin 
and the shape of his forehead. 
George Finiger and William Michel, 
laborers who assisted in removing the body 
from the catch-basin, each described that 
operation. 
T he B ody In th e C atch B asin. 
Ex-Police Capt. Wing of Lake View was 
the 
next 
witness. 
Capt. Wing was in 
charge of the officers 
who took the body 
from the catch-basin. 
In one detail he dif­ 
fered from a previous 
.witness. Capt. Wing 
(said the body rested 
with the head in the 
inlet from the catch- 
basin 
to the main 
sewer, while the feet 
were near tho grating 
in the ditch.

c a p t . w i n (A. 
witnesses, mainly Mr, 
Roesck, testified that the position was re­ 
versed—that tho feet were in the sewer 
Inlet. 
In other respects the captain’s evi­ 
dence corroborated that of other witnesses. 
In reply to Mr. Forrest Capt. Wing said 
h^ had been a Pinkerton detective eight 
years. 
There was some anticipatory excitement 
when Patrick McGarry was called. 
Mr. 
McGarry’s well known antipathy to the 
triangle and his in­ 
tense friendship for 
Dr. Cronin has made 
him a prominent fig­ 
ure in tnis case. 
Mr. 
McGarry said that he 
bad known Dr. Cro­ 
nin about four and 
one-half years, 
and 
for the last year had 
met the doctor 
at 
least three times a 
week. 
He saw the 
body at the morgue. 
“ Whose was it?” 
“ Dr. P. 
H. Cro- p a t r ic k m ’g a r r y . 
nln’s.” 
How did you recognize it?’ - 
“ By his general appearance. 
I knew it 
was Dr. Cronin’s face, only it was a little 
bloated. 
“Are you a member of the Clan-na- 
Gael?” 
“I am.” 
The D octor’s D en tist on th e Stand. 
Dr, C. W. Lewis, Dr. Cronin’s dentist, 
testified that ho had known Dr. Cronin 
^pme.six years; . wa§ his dentist; aud had 


frequently examined the doctor’s’mouth. 
The doctor’s lower jaw was peculiar. 
Dr. 
Lewis bad filled the right upper bicuspid 
tooth for the doctor with red rubber and 
knew its peculiarity. 
Dr. Lewis said he made two sets of 
false teeth for Dr. Cronin. 
Not long be­ 
fore his death the dentist had prepared a 
plaster cast of the patient’s mouth. 
May 24 Lewis went to Carroll’s under­ 
taking establishment, on Chicago avenue, 
and there saw a dead body, which he 
identified as Dr. Cronin’s. 
The plaster 
cast was a perfect reproduction of the 
corpse’s mouth with all Its peculiarities. 
He also found the red rubber filled tooth. 
The dentist missed a peculiar plate which 
he had inserted in the last set of teeth he 
made for the doctor. 
It was not in the 
dead man’s mouth. 
Can you identify this?” asked Mr. 
Mills. 
“ I recognize this as a plate I made for 
Dr. Cronin. 
It is peculiar because the 
teeth on it are part of a kind that come 
only in sets.” 
Assistant County Physician Egbert iden­ 
tified the plate and teeth as the same he 
had taken from the body at the Lake 
View morgue. 
At this point the court adjourned. 
The A feriioon S essio n . 
Dr. Egbert was recalled at the open ing 
of the afternoon session and was examined 
by Mr. Hynes. 
He gave a description of 
the wounds on Dr. Cronin's head. 
This 
was a medical and also a general descrip­ 
tion of the wounds at tho outer edge of 
the left eye, and the back of the head, on 
the jaw, and those on all portions of the 
scalp. 
A piece of bono had been broken 
from the skull at the corner of the eye. 
There 
wa3 a little blood in the right 
ventricle of the heart, all of the internal 
organs were normal and showed no ante­ 
mortem degeneration or disease. 
While Dr. Egbert was describing the 
wounds upon Dr. Cronin’s head Dan 
Coughlin sat as white and rigid as mar­ 
ble. 
He stared sraight ahead with eyes 
that seemed to see nothing. 
He grasped 
the arms of his chair and at one time 
looked as if he would faint 
It was the 
first time since the trial that Coughlin 
has exhibited such emotion. 
Burke did 
not look up once, but sat, red and nervous, 
looking at the floor 
This was the first 
time he has done this. 
Beggs and O’ Sui 
Ii van bore tne ordeal well, but the latter 
was very white. 
Proceeding, Dr. Egbert said the internal 
skull was uninjured. 
Absolutely nothing 
could be determined about the brain, be­ 
cause decomposition was so far advanced. 
The neck was not dislocated. 
“ What was the cause of death?” asked 
Mr. Hynes. 
“Death was caused by the violence of the 
blows 
U D on the head,” came the reply 
Coughlin 
became 
ghastly white and 
Burke's head sank lower. 
Dr. Egbert said the stomach contained 
vegetables, but, with the exception of corn, 
their nature could not be determined. 
“ I removed the stomach and still have 
it,” said Dr. Egbert 
“ Have you the stomach with you?” 
“ I have.” 
Dr. Egbert untied a small red bag. 
This contained the contents of Dr. Cron­ 
in’s stomach. 
Dr. Egbert said there was 
no apparent process of digestion 
“ How long after he had eaten was he 
killed?” asked Mr. Hynes. 
“ Death must have occurred inside of 
three hours.” 
Dr. Cronin had 
supper 
about 0:30 
o’clock the night of May 4. 
He left his 
house about 7:25, reached the Carlson cot­ 
tage about 8:15, and probably died about 
8:30, or two hours after he had eaten sup 
per. 
To O verthrow tho T heory o f M urder. 
Judge Wing on cross-examination in­ 
quired about each wound on Dr. Cronin’s 
head, one by one, to show that none of 
them would produce death. 
He obtained 
admissions 
from Dr. 
Egbert 
that it 
was possible for a man to receive any one 
of the wounds and not even fall down; 
that not one of them would necessarily 
cause death, and that no one could tell 
whether the wounds were inflicted before 
or after death. 
The uncertainty of the 
result which must follow any one wound 
was shown, but the effect of all them col­ 
lectively was not dwelt upon by the at­ 
torneys for the defendants. 
Tho fact re­ 
mained that Dr. Cronin was dead and that 
the wounds upon the head killed him. 
So 
much time elapsed between his death and 
the finding of tho body that mortification 
destroyed those signs which would have 
shown the immediate ana i 
of the blows. 
The defense appeared to forget the law 
of exclusion upon which physicians base 
their opinions when 
making a post­ 
mortem. 
All of the organs are examined. 
If they show no cause of death and a wound 
is found, say upon the head, the physician 
concludes that this wound caused the death, 
although it would not necessarily cause 
death in every 
case or even in any 
case. 
Judge Wing spent the greater part of 
tho afternoon in his cross-examination, and 
ultimately obtained admissions from the 
doctor that if the wounds were inflicted 
after death of course they did not kill, and 
that he could not tell whether they were 
inflicted before or after death. 
The other 
admission was that there was no inflexible, 
unbending law of science upon which 
coaid be determined the cause of death. 
In other words there is no defined rule of 
science, upon which it may be said “ This 
wound killed the man.” 
In spite of all, however, Dr. Egbert was 
of the opinion that Dr. Cronin was killed 
by the wounds upon his head. His redirect 
examination was objected to by the de­ 
fense. 
Every question put was objected 
to, but the court ruled against the defense. 
At the end of his testimony it came out 
that Dr. Cronin did not die from natural 
causes and that the wounds were the only 
apparent cause of death.

LEATHER 
POLISH IN C-W H EELS. 


\ arious Kin«l8 of Leather Used for Dif- 
ferent Articles. 
“The finishing touch in tho makin; 
of metallic instruments, silver and 
brass ware, is that of ‘polishing up.1 
It is done by bringing the articles 
deftly in contact with a revolving 
wheel. 
The wheel is of leather, or 
wood covered with leather, and it is 
called the buff,” said a merchant of 
New York to a reporter. 
“Walrus 
hide is the most popular leather for 
this work. 
It has a rough grain 
about it which makes it admirable for 
polishing. 
Other leathers have to be 
coated with emery. 
Occasionally tho 
leather is covered with charcoal to 
give the metal its color. 
“The great advantage of walrus 
leather comes in its thickness. 
Whilo 
other leathers are are seldom over 
three-quarters of an inch, walrus-hides 
are frequently one and a half inches 
thick. The wheels are of all sizes. 
A polisher uses half a dozen on a single 
article. 
They are from four to twenty 
inches and are made of leather discs 
glued together to make thaMhickness. 
Although walrus is a good deal used, 
it is not the only good 
polishing 
leather. 
Buffalo, giraffe, elephant, 
hippopotamus, 
bull-neck, 
and 
sea-lion wheels are found very ser­ 
vable. Giraffe leather is used to polish 
the tines of forks, and buffalo-hide 
wheels are highly esteemed by gun 
manufacturers. 
Sea-lion 
leather 
is 
used for cutlery, and is the Softest of 
all polishing leathers.” 
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P rim itive Road-M aking. 
It is well enough known that cattle, 
sheep and buffaloes form path§ while 
hordes do not. 
This results not from a 
difference in tho habits of traveling, 
but from the form of the hoof. Tho 
spreading foot of animals with a cloven 
hoof compresses the soil upon which 
they trample, hut the tendency of the 
solid hoof of the horse is to break up 
the soil. 
This is seen most plainly in the ac­ 
tion of the different hoofs upon the 
Snow roads in winter. The author of 
“The Cruise of the Falcon” says: 
“When we reached tho bank of the 
stream, we were landed on a quick­ 
sand. 
Several Indians now commenced 
to run rapidly backward and forward 
Over this, and in this way soon formed 
d fairly hard road for ourselves and 
horses. 
“This method of making a tempor­ 
ary solid path across a quicksand is 
very effectual. 
In Africa they first 
drive the oxen across a river that tho 
sands may thus become sufficiently 
hard to allow tho heavy wagons to 
cross without danger of their sinking 
permantly into the treacherous bot­ 
tom.”
